examination showed that there was a 
rule that did not work both ways. 
They were ordered to clear the streets 
of boxes, and they did it. They asked 
the police to clear the sidewalks of 
loafers, but to the present time they 
say there is no perceptible decrease in 
the number of men who make en­ 
trance to their stores a difficult m at­ 
ter, and drive away custom, because 
ladies will 
not pass through 
the 
crowds. 
One prominent merchant, 
who would he among the last men in 
the city to move lu an unjust cause, 
told their side of the story to the 
N ew s R e v iew last night, when he 
said: 
I don’t want to misjudge any part 
of the cliv government, and I believe 
that laws were made to be enforced, 
but I also believe that then* Is justice 
n this town, and the business men 
are not getting their share of it. 
When the police informed me that the 
sidewalk ordinance would be enforced. 
I didn’t object, because I believed 
that laws were made to be respected, 
and that all concerns in town would 
be placed on the same basis. 
Not 
long afterward I was asked to move a 
small I xix that was on the edge of the 
pavement. I moved the Ikjx, but it 
was a nice night, and there were a 
great many people on the street. 
A 
row of men were standing in front of 
show windows, and I thought 
that if the officer wanted the street 
clear he would be glad for the oppor­ 
tunity to clear those men away by or­ 
dering them to 
move on. 
Hut it 
seems that he was not. 
I asked him 
to order the men away, and he r» 
piled that he would, and that was the 
last Heard of it. 
If the men were or 
dered away from in front of the win­ 
dows. they did not have the slightest 
respect for the law, as not one of 
them moved. 
Not a man stirred ex­ 
cept to 
shift 
his 
weight 
from 
one 
foot 
to 
the 
other, 
and 
they 
stayed 
there 
until 
late 
that night. 
Of course that officer 
knew I would obey the law when he 
ordered me to move that box, but 
goodness knows 
what 
he thought 
when he promised me to move the 
men. 
Those men were standing on 
the part of the pavement, given to 
me by the council, on which I have 
the right to display my merchandise, 
and there they stayed either without 
a word from the policeman or in open 
defiance to what he had told them. 
If you suppose that the first is correct 
the officer neglected his duty, and if 
the second Is right he has not Hie 
respect to enforce obedience, and part 
of this injustice is the way trade Is 
driven away from the stories. 
Ladies 
will not pass through a crowd of 
tobacco spitting men if they 
can 
avoid it. 
Then they oblect to the 
profanity heard in these crowds. 
It 
Is Dot right that these things should 
be endured any more than it Is right 
to leave boxes on the pavement when 
the law says that they shall be re­ 
moved. 
Another annoyance is the 
amount of cleaning we have to do 
after every night the loafers gather 
Peanut shells are piled everywhere 
and the tobacco spit spatters every­ 
thing. 
I have seen mornings where 
there would be near a half bushel of 
shells in the door way, and enough 
dried up tobacco cuds laying around 
to disgust anyone. 
When the police 
end this nuisance I will think that 
there is justice in the administration 
of the law. 
When they want support 
for any movement the first people 
they hunt up are the merchants and 
usually get what they want, 
and 
whenever they want to enforce an 
ordinance the first people to suffer are 
the merchants.”
